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History  of  The  January  Class,  1929 


January,  1926,  we  enrolled  with  a 
membership  of  186.  We  were  bewil- 
dered 7B's,  forever  getting  lost.  During 
the  year  fourteen  pupils  withdrew  and 
we  finished  with  one  hundred  seventy- 
two  enrolled. 

As  7A's  in  September  our  member- 
ship was  one  hundred  thirty-seven. 

"The  Sleeping  Beauty,"  in  which 
many  of  our  girls  participated  was  a  fea- 
ture in  the  Christmas  assembly.  Very 
few  withdrew  and  in  January  we  had  en- 
rollment of  one  hundred  thirty-four. 

The  SB's  in  January,  1927  numbered 
one  hundred  sixty-eight.  A  Junior  Clas- 
sic Contest  was  held,  the  secona  prize 
of  two  dollars  was  won  by  the  SB's.  The 
SB  occupations  classes  wrote  several 
codes  of  ethics,  which  were  summarized 
by  Eunice  Rock,  Bill  Care,  and  Clifford 
Stull,  and  put  in. 

One  hundred  sixty-five  were  enrolled 
as  SA's  in  September.  The  play  "Ten 
Minutes  by  the  Clock."  was  produced. 
The  8A  members  of  the  cast  were: 
Peggy  Reed,  Margaret  Small,  George 
Bergus,  and  Samuel  Gross.  "Ye  Olde 
Yuletide  Concert"  was  the  Christmas 
operetta.  The  SA's  in  the  cast  were: 
Margaret  Small,  Jean  Bennett,  Clayton 
Jodon  and  George  Bergus.  Margaret 
Small  and  Sam  Gross  received  the  schol- 

ip        K^  S. 

In  January,  one  hundred  seventy-four 
were  enrolled  as  9B's.  The  gymnasium 
exhibition  was  put  on  and  we  were  ath- 
letic. A  play  of  two  acts  was  produced 
by  Mrs.  Kuhny,  formerly  Miss  Young- 
quist.     The    following    9B's    participated: 


Peggy  Reed,  Margaret  Small  and  Jean 
Bennett.  The  honor  students  were  Jean- 
ette   Anwander  and   Samuel   Gross. 

The  cast  of  "The  Slippers  of  Cinder- 
ella" included  the  following  9A's:  Mar- 
tha Jane  Fields,  Margaret  Small,  Made- 
lynn  Smith,  Elizabeth  Smith  and  Jean 
Bennett.  Miss  Ruff's  9A  sponsor  class 
presented  the  school  with  a  beautirul 
evergreen  tree.  Margaret  Small  and 
Alex  Latowski  were  the  honor  students. 
One  hundred  twenty-four  were  sent  to 
Senior   High    School. 

During  the  years  many  contests  were 
held.  The  most  prominent  was  the 
yearly  "News-Times"  spelling  bee. 
John  Warner  represented  our  class,  as 
did  Peggy  Reed.  We  were  also  promi- 
nent in  athletics,  both  the  boys  and  the 
girls  making  varsity  teams.  On  the  boys' 
varsity  basketball  team,  Edwin  "Skinny" 
Anderson  was  probably  the  best  known. 
While  he  was  a  9A  he  served  as  captain 
on  this  team. 

Even  in  Senior  High  we  have  made 
ourselves  prominent.  The  following 
girls  have  been  elected  to  the  Girls'  Ath- 
letic Association:  Mary  Katherine 
Holem,  Rose  Zoss,  Betty  Myers,  Geral- 
dine  Fortier,,  and  several  others. 

Two  of  our  boys  have  made  the  high 
school  varsity  swimming  team.

Sam  swims  back-stroke  and  is  known  as
